Tho coroner's physician, who per­ 
formed the autopsy on the body of 
Mrs. Huestis, reported that he found 
nothing suspicious, 
or even rem ark­ 
able in the case to distinguish it from 
ordinary cases of gas poisoning. 
Dr. 
Oliver of the 
Presbyterian hospital 
concurred in this view. 
Coroner Scholer differed with Dr. 
Oliver, saying that it was a remark­ 
able length of time for victims of gas 
poisoning 
to remain in a 
state of 
coma, although 
it was not unprece­ 
dented.

He will join Queen Alexandra at Co­ 
logne and thence their majesties will 
go to Copenhagen for the celebration 
of the birthday 
of King Christian, 
April 18. 
The Associated Press correspondent 
at Copenhagen telegraphs that so far 
as known King 
E d v a rd ’s visit has 
no connection 
with Russo-Japanese 
pourparlers, but that King Christian 
Strongly favors peace, and should the 
dowager empress of Russia also come 
to her father's birthday celebration it 
will be regarded 
as a signal 
of a 
peace conference at Copenhagen. 
It is reported 
that M. D’Iswolsky, 
the Russian minister to Denmark, left 
St. * Petersburg on 
Saturday for Co­ 
penhagen. 
According to the Dally Telegraph’s 
correspondent at Kobe, who reports 
having interviewed the American offi­ 
cers and foreign correspondents cap­ 
tured at Mukden and who have just 
arrived at Ujin, 
they all 
were sur­ 
prised that no armistice or peace pro­ 
posals had been made.

Paris, March 27.—It was stated in 
diplomatic quarters here during the 
day that 
among the 
conditions of 
peace which Japan might ask would 
be that Russia give a pledge to build 
no more warships for a term of years. 
A diplomatic official said that such a 
condition would be the most effective 
means of assuring Japan against Rus­ 
sia’s carrying out her cherished pro­ 
ject of naval rearm am ent for the re­ 
newal of hostilities under better con­ 
ditions than those at present exist­ 
ing.

von Nolken, chief of police of W ar­ 
saw, at 8 o’clock in the evening. 
It 
was reported that the baron was se­ 
verely wounded. 
According to latest information, the 
attack on Baron Nolken was the re­ 
sult of an elaborate conspiracy of tho 


8 
o’clock at 
night 
an 
elegantly 
dressed man went to the police sta­ 
tion at Praga, a large suburb of W ar­ 
saw on the Vistula, and threw a bomb 
into a room of the station where tho 
men assembled before going on duty. 
Six policemen were wounded and all 
the furniture as well as one wall was 
destroyed. 
The man 
started to run 
away, but was caught by the captain 
of the station. 
He was found to be 
a Jew, but his identity has not yet 
been discovered. 
T he bomb thrower 
in trying to escape m et a policeman 
and shot twice, wounding the officer 
in the stomach. 
The 
prisoner him­ 
self 
was 
wounded and 
has 
been 
placed in tho hospital. 
A telephone 
m essage was 
imme­ 
diately sent to Baron von Nolken at 
the city hall, informing him of the 
outrage. 
Baron von Nolken, accom­ 
panied by a police official, Immediate­ 
ly took a carriage 
and started 
for 
Praga. 
When 
passing 
the 
castle 
w here the governor general resides, a 
man standing on the pavement threw 
a bomb at the carriage. 
Baron von 
Nolken, who was sitting on the side 
nearest 
tin; assailant, 
received 
tie* 
full charge of the 
bomb, while his 
companion escaped unhurt. The c o a c h ­ 
man was thrown from 
the box and 
the carriage was smashed. 
Inj uries Believed to Be Serious. 


Baron von Nolken was removed to 
the city hall and doctors wore sum­ 
moned, who found he had received in­ 
juries on th*- head, neck, arm and leg, 
which are believed to be serious. 
Meanwhile the polio1 official aconin 
panving Baron von Nolken saw the 
bomb throw* r 
fleeing and 
pursued 
and caught up with him, hut th e crim­ 
inal proved 
the stronger 
and tore 
hints lf 
away. 
Another 
policeman 
fired a f t e r him, without re ult. 
Half 
an hour later a man was found dead 
In Sowla street, whom the police at 
first believed to be the bomb th ro w er, 
but he proved to be 
a plain clothes 
policeman, who was 
seen pursuing 
Baron \on 
Nolken’s assailant. 
Th*1 
police believe that the... latter turned 


on the policeman and shot him dead. 
Baron 
von Nolken’s Injuries 
are 
serious, but It is thought he will r e ­ 
cover. 
A girl who 
was passing 
the spot 
when 
the bomb 
was thrown 
was 
wounded by splinters and had to be 
taken to the hospital. 
According to the theory of the po­ 
lice the revolutionists calculated on 
Baron von Nolken going to Praga on 
learning of the explosion of the bomb 
at the station there, 
and knew he 
m ust pass the castle, that being the 
only road by which ho could reach the 
oiily bridge across the Vistula. 
Tho affair caused great excitement. 
A popular rumor says the revolution­ 
aries adopted this course of inform­ 
ing the police that they have more 
bombs besides those discovered in tho 
Powonski cemetery Saturday. 
Baron von Nolken is very unpopu­ 
lar. 
He Is hated by the masses of the 
Polish population, who hold him re­ 
sponsible for the sanguinary suppres­ 
sion of th** disturbances here at tho 
end of January. 
He lins been here 
only a year, having come from Bt. 
Petersburg, where he was chief of the 
mounted division of the police

The coroner’s physician, who per­ 
formed the autopsy on the body of 
Mrs. Huestis, reported that he found 
nothing suspicious, or even remark­ 
able in the case to distinguish it from 
ordinary cases of gas poisoning. Dr. 
Oliver of the 
Presbyterian hospital 
concurred in this view. 
Coroner Scholer differed with Dr. 
Oliver, saying that it was a remark­ 
able length of time for victims of gas 
poisoning to remain in a 
state of 
coma, although it was not unprece­ 
dented.

He will join Queen Alexandra at Co­ 
logne and thence their majesties will 
go to Copenhagen for the- celebration 
of the birthday 
of King Christian, 
April 18. 
The Associated Press correspondent 
at Copenhagen telegraphs that so far 
as known King 
Edvard’s visit has 
no connection 
with Russo-Japanese 
pourparlers, but that King Christian 
strongly favors peace, and should the 
lowager empress of Russia also come 
to her father’s birthday celebration it 
will be regarded 
as a signal 
of a 
peace conference at Copenhagen. 
It is reported that M. D’Iswolsky, 
the Russian minister to Denmark, left 
Ft .* Petersburg on 
Saturday for Co­ 
penhagen. 
According to the Daily Telegraph’s 
correspondent at Kobe, who reports 
having interviewed the American offi­ 
cers and foreign correspondents cap­ 
tured at Mukden and who have just 
arrived at Ujin, they all were sur­ 
prised that no armistice or peace pro­ 
posals had been made. They confirm 
previous statements that nobody had 
the least idea that retreat was im­ 
minent until General Kuropatkin’s or­ 
der was suddenly 
received late on 
March 9.

Paris, March 27.—It was stated in 
diplomatic quarters here during the 
day that 
among the 
conditions of 
peace which Japan might ask would 
he that Russia give a pledge to build 
no more warships for a term of years. 
A diplomatic official said that such a 
condition would be the most effective 
means of assuring Japan against Rus­ 
sia’s carrying out her cherished pro­ 
ject of naval rearmament for the re­ 
newal of hostilities under better con­ 
ditions than those at present exist­ 
ing. 
It is well known that Russia con­ 
templates a huge plan of naval re­ 
habilitation. Admiral Doubasoff, the 
head of the technical board of the ad­ 
miralty; Captain Ciado, formerly chief 
tactical officer under 
Vice Admiral 
Rojestvensky.and other Russian naval 
authorities recently have taken the 
position that peace was desirable un­ 
til a naval reconstruction could be 
completed. This appears to have 
stimulated Japan’s diplomats to con­ 
sider means of avoiding a peace that 
would be equivalent to no more than 
a truce during which Russia would 
have time to forge an effective weap­ 
on, and therefore the intimation is 
now given that limitation of Russian 
naval armament 
may figure 
as a 
means of ensuring a prolonged peace 
In the Orient. 
Concerning the recent preliminary 
approaches toward peace, it is now ac­ 
cepted in the highest diplomatic quar­ 
ters that these preliminary negotia­ 
tions did not occur here, although 
Paris may have been the channel 
through which the results were trans­ 
mitted to St. Petersburg and Tokio. 
However, it is noticeable that there 
has not been the slightest reference 
in French newspapers to the peace 
movement having taken tangible form 
here or elsewhere, except in con­

S a y s the Soldiers of Japan Have Ful­ 
filled Every Hope. 
Yinkow, via Tientsin, March 27.— 
Field Marshal Marquis Oyama during 
the day gave his first interview since 
coming into the field. He refused to 
discuss the probability of peace. 
“I 
am only a soldier,” he said, “not a 
politician. The Japanese government 
will arrange terms of peace when the 
time comes. We were forced to fight 
this war in the interests of interna­ 
tional peace and for the safety of our 
country. Personally, I have a high 
regard for Russians. They are sol­ 
diers. The officers and men are 
brave and abb' and have fought well. 
During the war between China and 
Japan 
I was a commander of the 
army which 
captured Port 
Arthur. 
With a division and a half of troops 
we took tin* city in fl>“ hours. The 
result this time show:, the wonderful 
difference between the Russians and 
the Chinese, with whom we had prev­ 
ious experience. But our army, both 
soldiers and officers, performed their 
duty as Jatean knew they would. I 
was minister of war 
for Japan for 
sixteen years, during which time con­ 
scription laws were passed. I have 
closely watched the making of the 
Japanese 
army, which has 
proved 
what I say, that the officers and the 
men have fulfilled every hope, as I 
believe they would in the t der days, 
when the Japanese army was com­ 
posed of the Samuri, professional 
fighting men. The modern army was 
draft fid from all classes, yet all our 
hopes have been fully realized by the 
work this army has done in actual 
war.” 
Field Marshal Oyama declined to 
discuss 
the future 
movements 
or 
plans of the Japanese army. He in­ 
timated that he was ready to continue 
the war as long as necessary. 
Despite the re]>orts to the contrary, 
Field Marshal Oyama’s health is ex­ 
cellent. With his staff he is com­ 
fortably quartered in fine Chinese 
houses, placed at his disposal by the 
Chinese viceroy.

cities into politics. Heretofore, as a 
matter of business, they have care­ 
fully retrained from meddling in the 
Liberal movement, but the situation 
is now so serious that they feel com­ 
pelled to change their attitude and 
everywhere they are pronouncing in 
favor of the Liberal demands for the 
cessation of the war and for a con­ 
stitution. M. Morosoff, the, Moscow

According to latest information, the 
attack on Baron Nolken was the re­ 
sult of an elaborate conspiracy of the

tion at Praga, a large suburb of War­ 
saw' on the Vistula, and threw a bomb 
into a room of the station where the 
men assembled before going on duty. 
Six policemen were wounded and all 
the furniture as well as one wall was 
destroyed. The man started to run 
away, but was caught by the captain 
of the station. He was found to be 
a Jew, but his identity has not yet 
been discovered. The bomb thrower 
in trying to escape met a policeman 
and shot twice, wounding the officer 
in the stomach. The 
prisoner him­ 
self 
was 
wounded and 
has been 
placed in the hospital. 
A telephone m essage w’as imme­ 
diately sent to Baron von Nolken at 
the city hall, informing him of the 
outrage. Baron von Nolken, accom­ 
panied by a police official, immediate­ 
ly took a carriage and started for 
Praga. When 
passing 
the 
castle 
where the governor general resides, a 
man standing on the pavement threw 
a bomb at the carriage. Baron von 
Nolken, who was sitting on the aide 
nearest the assailant, received the 
full charge of the 
bomb, while his 
companion escaped unhurt. The coach­ 
man was thrown from the box and 
the carriage was smashed. 


Injuries Believed to Be Serious. 
Baron von Nolken was removed to 
the city hall and doctors were sum­ 
moned, who found he had received in­ 
juries on the head, neck, arm and leg, 
which are believed to be serious. 
Meanwhile the police official acoom 
partying Baron von Nolken saw the

fleeing and

and caught up with him, but the crim­

Decree of M exican Pre siden t Goes I n ­ 
to Effect M a y 1. 
Mexico City, March 27.— President 
Diaz has issued a decree for the re­ 
form of the monetary system author­ 
ized by congress 
in December last. 
The decree establishes the “peso,’’ or 
silver dollar, at a value of 50 cents 
gold and the theoretical unit of the 
Mexican currency is defined to be the 
dollar or “peso,” of 75 centigrammes 
of gold. 
An important feature of the 
decree is a provision for a reserve ex­ 
change fund which at first will con­ 
sist of $ 10/>00,000 or $ 15,000,000 and 
may be increased. 
Tile original plan did not provide 
for the immediate establishment of 
this fund, but it is now deemed wise 
to start with one simultaneously with 
the beginning of the new monetary 
syst em. 
Tho mint will he closed April IO to 
the free coinage 
of silver and the 
now monetary system will go into ef­ 
fect May I.

the proceedings. 
The house did little else than intro­ 
duce bills. 
Scarcely were the decks 
cleared for action when the rush be­ 
gan. 
The clerks 
read Industriously 
until 
after 12 o’clock. 
There 
were 
still more hills 
on the desk. 
Some­ 
body 
moved 
an 
adjournment 
for 
lunch. 
The adjournment 
was until 
2:15 o’clock. 
Members failed to go 
to lunch. 
Numbers of them employ­ 
ed the house stenographers am! clerks 
to draw hills which they were deter­ 
mined to get in before the gavel fell 
on the day's business and with it the 
opportunity for new legislation. 
When the time for convening the 
afternoon 
session 
arrived 
several 
members wore still busy on bills in 
the 
committee 
rooms. 
Word 
was 
sent to Speaker Clague to delay ('ail­ 
ing the house to order until every­ 
body had accomplished the drafting 
of new measures so important to their 
authors iii time for introduction This 
was done and 
the big clock 
in the

istering 4 o’clock when the final Dill 
of the big grist was read and referred. 
This was offered by John Landeen of 
Douglas, and was house file No. 855, 
being a bill for an act to create a 
state license for persons engaged in 
the survey of lands.

It took the house less than another 
minute to adjourn to 2 o’clock Mon­ 
day afternoon.

most a blank. 
The bills cover almost every con­ 
ceivable subject of legislation.

woodchucks. 
They did not include in this number 
bills of a purely local nature. There 
were three or four relating entirely 
to 
Ramsey county 
affairs, with 
as 
many respectively in which Minneapo­ 
lis and Duluth solely are concerned.

Decree of Mexican President Goes In­ 
to Effect May 1. 


.Mexico C’ity, March 27.— President 
Diaz has issued a d ecree for the re­ 
form of the monetary system author­ 
ized by congress 
in D ecem ber last. 
The decree estab lish es the "peso,” or 
silver dollar, at a value of 50 cents 
gold and the theoretical unit of the 
Mexican currency is defined to be the 
dollar or "peso,” of 75 centigram m es 
of gold. 
An important feature of the 
decree is a provision for a reserve ex­ 
change fund which at first will con ­ 
sist of $ 10,000,000 or $15,000,000 and 
may be increased. 
The original plan did not provide 
for the im m ediate establishm ent 
of 
this fund, but it is now deem ed w ise 
to start with one sim ultaneously with 
the beginning of the n ew m onetary 
syst cm. 
T h e mint will be closed April 16 to 
the free coinage 
of silver and the 
new m onetary sy stem will go into ef­ 
fect.
